or  condemnation*  of  t&eir  vellfQa, 
and  oifaer  property,  under  colour 
ot  auihoiity  or  commhfions  froni 
his  majofjby,  and  that  from  various 
ci  cninjiaiices  belonging  to  tac 
(lid  cafes,  adequate  t ompe n^'at ion 
tor  the  lolles,  and  damages,  fo  fuf- 
tained,  capital  now  be  actually  ob- 
taiueu,  had,  and  receiveil  by  the 
'ndinary  courfe  of  judicial  pro- 
ceedings ;  it  is  agreed,  that  in  all 
luch  cafes  'wheie  adequate  coni- 
penf'ation  caniijt,  tor  whatever 
reafon  be  now  actually  obtained, 
had,  and  received,  by  the  laid 
merchants  and  eih;rs  in  the  ordi- 
nary courfe  of  juhice,  full  and 
con. pleat  compcnfaiion  for  the 
fauie  will  be  n;a  le  by  the  BriuBi 
government  to  tlie  fiiid  complain- 
a  ts.

I  be  nwA  jdaufihle  objection 
which  I  have  beared  to  this  article 
is  founded  op  the  mode  of  reco- 
vering damages  for  the  injuries 
done  tiie  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  ,/  being  thought  b-Ah  uncer- 
ta:/:  and  dilatory.     )t  is  obfervab'.e 

in  Mtfwertp  thU objection,  that  the 
mode  of  red  reft  is  equally  applica- 
ble, to  both  parties— It  is'thcinodc 
adopted,  flfr  compenfating  Britifh 
creditors,  for  the  lolles  r|,ey  have 
foffained  by  the  operation  of  lan- 
Jul  mf/eTiimtnti  f  nee  the  peace,  It 
is  the  mode  by  which  Rritilh  mer- 
chants are  to  be  compenfated  for 
the  capture  of  their  veflels.  It  is 
then  as  fair  for  the  one  as  the  o- 
ther.  It  will  be  as  fpecdy  for  one 
as  the  other.  And  what  applies  e- 
qually  to  both  fides  is  furely  as 
fair  for  the  one  as  for  the  other. 


It  is  definable  that  fome  more  fpee- 
dy  mode  of  recovery  had  been  de- 
viled, if  any  other  be  attainable. 
But  no  realonable  man  can  (uppofe 
that  the  Britifh  government  fhoald 
have  latisfied  the  demand  of  eve- 
ry claimant  without  -examination 
into  the  juft ice  of  !us  demand.  As 
well  might  they  require  of  us  to 
fatisfy  their  claims  for  debts,  and 
captures  without  ?'  idencecf  their 
juliice  or  even  cxlifehce.  Itispro- 
per  that  th.e  claims  on  eai  h  fide 
Ihould  \,z  ejna^rhined  i:ne,  and  (heir 
juliice  fubiiantrated  by  evidence, 
before  they  ere  allowed  ;  the  da- 
mages alio  aiilivg  in  each  caie 
fhould  be  afcertaioed  by  fguic  com- 
mon rule,  applicable  to  the  actual 
injury.  1  his  could  only  be  done 
by  the  ordinary  courfe  of  judieiul 
proceeding;,  or  by  an  extract  diua/y 
tribunal,  conltitutcd  for  the  pur- 
pofe.  It  w  as  conceived  ou  both 
fides  tiiat  the  eafes  provided  for 
by  the  treaty,  was  out  of  tiie  reach 
of  the  trdiuary  c-jiii  t<,  a::d  confe- 
quently.requii  ed,  an  extraordinary 
'sue,  to  affoid  the  adequate  remedy, 
for  it  is  obfervable  that  ihe  ordi- 
nary courts  are  open  on  both  fides, 
and  where  they  ai  e  competent  to 
afford  relief,  it  is  to  be  fought  in 
them.  Anuthiiis  v.  hat  both  fides 
w  ill  afiert,  and  '.ontend  for  in  \  in- 
dication of  their  refpeciiseadntin- 
iitration  of  jultice.  A  court  of 
Commi(!Ione! s,  cr  in  other  words 
aibitrators  chqfen  by  the  parties 
was  unavoidable  j  and  the  manner 
in  which  they  aVe tab c  chofe.i,  and 
are  anthorifed  to  act  promifes  as 
impartial  juliice,  as  i:«cderate  men 
will  expert   or  require. 

It  is  fomewhat  rcmnal;aMe  that 
thofewho  make  objections  to  this 
treaty,  do  not  o-Tcr  any  thing  in 
the  place  of  the  defects  which 
ihey  pretend  to  point  o;u,  that  is 
rrtnplaafible,  orpractic:  ble.  We 
Ihould  think  our  monev  but  ill 
bellowed  on  the  phylician,  wla> 
could  tell  us  we  were  fich,  without 
being  able  to  prei"  ribe  the  cure  ; 
and  furely  the  polititian,  is  as  lit- 
tle worthy  of  attention,  who  fu<;- 
E,c!ts  the  ev  il  in  public  tranfactions, 
without  at  the  fame  lime  pointing- 
out  the  remedy,  ft  is  eafy  to  ob- 
ject ;  it  is  difficult  to  amend  :  and 
w  hile  the  rude!!  and  molt  ignorant 
can  deltroy— it  rcq-aircs  the  hand 
of  an  artift  to  build.

ti/cn^  ont  friend*,  and  onr  rela- 
tions :  IF  then  pretended  feafons 
r.t  public  policy,  or  the  want  of 
fympaihy   for  our    fufTeiings  in 
the  negotiator,  or  in  a  majority  of 
the  fenate,  caiifed  a"  treaty  to  be 
made  and  approved,  which  con- 
tained the  lnoit  improper  terms  in 
their  f'av.Mi;- :  wclhouht  liave  ex- 
pected, that  our  fenator  w  ould  not 
have  confeuted  to  thofe  terms  ;  hut 
admitting  that  any  rcafons  really 
arifing  goto  public  policy,  ought 
to  have  Induced  Iiim  to  content  io 
fi-.ch  terms,  certainly  there  could 
be  no  necelnty  Tor  his  ftepirig  out, 
as  the  v.  a  m  advocate  of  thole  peo- 
"  pie,  and  Ijvaking  of  them  and  their 
iuttn  (Is,  With  ;-r  much  zeal  as  be 
ought  to  have  considered  thofe  of  his 
m*  countrymen.    I  will  now  en- 
quire whether  your  zeal  for  theif 
intertfls,  great  as  it  evidently  is, 
has  been  able  to  adduce  arguments 
fufBcient  to   prove,  that  tiie  ter  ns 
given  to  them  are  agreeable  to  the 
laws  of  nations,  lattice  and  good 
policy.    But  before  I  go  into  the 
ar«;,»-.nenr,  I  will  endeavor  to  meet 
y  7;  in  Tome  proportion, which  may 
property  <  <>n<iiic  that  argument  to 
a  point.    You  define  the  -.natter  in 
difpute  to  be  this  :    "  That  Britifh 
fubjecis  within  the  American  ter- 
ritory, mnj  continue  to  be  Britifh 
fubjecis,  and  hold  their  lands,  houf- 
es  and  effects."    This  is  not  a  iuft 
ftate  of  the  difpute  ;  becaufe  it.  in- 
volves in  it,  the  propriety  of  fnf- 
faring  them  to  re.ain  their  per- 
lonal  property,  which  no  perfon 
ever  dluied;   and  becaufe  it  ex- 
cludes, two  of  the  melt  important 
features  of  that    article,  which 
are    firtt,    that   thefe  privileges 
jtr«  granted    to   Britifh  fubjects 
in  the  American  territory  ; 
and  feeondly,  that  although  they 
do  reilde  and  bold  land  within  the 
American  territy,  "they  fhall  not 
be  compelled  to  become  citizens  of 
the  United  State*,  or  to  take  any 
oath  of  allegiance  to  the  govern- 
ment thereof."    The  true  lubject 
of  difpute  may   be  fairly  Hated 
thus:  V  is  it  right  rhat  Britifh  fub- 
jects refiding  wiihin  the  American 
territory,  fliould   be    allowed  to 
held  and  occupy  a  part  of  thkt  ter- 
ritory, under  claims  derived  from 
the  king  of  Great  Britain*  without 
becoming  citizens  ol  the  United 
States, -and  without  being  liable  to 
be  called  upon  to  take  any  oath  of 
allegiance   thereto.       The  laws 
of  nations   have    nothing    to  do 
with  the  decifion  of  this  qm.-fii- 
on,  becanfe  it    is    not   a  slaint 
/bunded  on  the  laws  of  nations, 
but  on  the  treaty  only  ;   anti  the 
terms  granted  by  this  article  to 
the  iiritilh  fettle**,  are  clearly  of 
fuch  a  nature  as  to  have  left  it 
•  discretionary  in  the  American  go- 
vernment, to  have  granted  them 
01L  .  for  in  your  ownquotation 
VatRl  fays,  "  every  Hate  has  the 
liberty  of  granting  or  refuting  fo- 
reigners, the    power  of  foj/lrfiHg 
lands  01  other  immoveable  goods 
within  their  territory."  asthc  laws 
of  nations  then,  did  not  make  it 
the  duty  of  the  American  govern, 
ipent  to  give  thefe  terms  to  Bi  if  hh 
fettle.-:.,  let  ui  enquire.,  whether 
they  were  compelled  to  do  it  ei- 
ther by  principles  of  jullice  or 
pub/ir  'pedicy-    Thefe  iettlers.  bo- 
came  fo,  either  prior  or  fnbfeq  ient 
to,  the  treaty  or  '83.    Thofe  who 
were  fo  prior  to  the  treaty  of  83, 
could  have  no  right  to  expeci  any 
ftipulations  to  be  made    in  this 
treaty  in  their  favour,  whicli  was 
not  contained  in  that  treaty  ;  for 
unlefs  their  claims  wer%,recogniz- 
ed  by  that  treaty,  they  have  alrea- 
dy held  the  land  they  occupy  for  12 
years  without  any  right.  Thofe 
who  have  become   fcrtlcrs  fince 
the  treaty  of  8;,  could  have  no 
claim  whatever  on  the  American 
government  :   becaufe  they  made 
.their  fsttlement  under  the  Britiih 
government,    in  defiance  of  the 
treaty,  with  full  notice  of  the  A- 
inerican  right,  as  eltablifhed  by 
that  treaty.    In  point  of  juftice 
tiien  they  had  :.o  chum  to  the  iti- 
pulations  in  their  favour  contain- 
ed in  this  article.    If  any  of  tliein , 
;1S  you  fuppofe  was  the  cafe,  had 
legal  claims  \o  their  land  prior  to 


the  treaty  of  S:,  that  treaty  fecti- 
rcd  thefe  claims  from  confifcation. 
And  Che  IX  article  of  this  treaty, 
not  only  allowed  them  to  hold 
fttch  lands,  but  alfo  empowered 
them  to  grant,  fell  or  devife  the 
fame  to  whexn  they  pleafcd  ;  this 
then  was  certainly  going  as  far 
as  juftice  required,  became  if  they 
electe  d  to  continue  Britifh fiiVjeAs, 
all  that  they  rould  alk  of  the  A- 
merican  government,  w  as  permif- 
fion  to  difpofe  of  their  property, 
and  go  with  he  proceeds,  into  the 
territory  of  that  government.  If 
then  t li e  privileges  given  thefe 
fettlera  by  the  tieaty,  were  not 
necetlary  on  principles  of  jullice, 
were  they  proper  on  principles  of 
public  policy.  If  you  will  make 
a  fmall  akei  aion  in  )  ourotf  n  quo- 
tation from  Vattel,  ir  would  prove 
unqucfiicnahly ,  that  it  was  con- 
trary to  public  policy  to  grant 
them  thefe  privileges;  with  fuch 
an  alteration  it  w  ould  read  thus  : 
(i  It  the  privilege  of  remaining  in 
tlife  cot-utry  was  granted  to  thefe 
fettlers,  it  fhould  have  been  upon 
the  exprefs  terms,  that  they  jhouhl 
in  all  refpects  be  fubjedt  to  the 
laws  cf  America,  in  the  fame  man. 
nerthat  the  other  inhabitants  were 
fubject  to  them;  The  government 
of  the  whole  fhould  extend  over 
all  the  inhabitants  of  a  country  ; 
and  it  would  be  ablurd  to  except 
a  part  of  thofe  inhabitants  from  it, 
on  account  of  their  being  foreign- 
ers." 1  defy  you  to  produce  a  fin- 
gle  line  from  aay  writer  exifling 
before  Jay's  treaty,  who  had  give  n 
it  as  his  opinion,  that  it  would  be 
good  policy,  to  permit  any  perfons 
whatever,  to  hold  and  relide  on 
lands  in  a  country,  without  be- 
coming citizens  of  that  country, 
and  being  liable  to  be  called  on  to 
take  an  oath  of  allegiance  01  fide- 
lity to  thai  country.  You  fay, 
"  That  this  principle  is  embraced 
in  part  at  leaft,  by  the  land  law  of 
Kentucky,  which  permits  foreign- 
ers, Britifh  f'ubj-Cts  and  others,  to 
purchafe  and  hold  land  for  a  limrc- 
red  time  in  the  territory  of  Ken- 
tucky." Let  this  law  fpeak  for 
itfclf ;  it  declares,  that  "  all  per- 
fons as  well  foreigners  as  others, 
fhail  have  a  right  toaflign  or  t:ans- 
fer  warrants  orcertificatcsof  furvey 
for  lands,  and  nnv  foreigner  may 
locate  and  have  the  fame  furveyed, 
and  after  returning  a  certiiicate 
of  furvey  into  the  Lnnd-ofi'.ce, 
fhall  be  allowed  the  term  of  eigh- 
teen months  to  become  a  ciiizeu  or  to 
transfer  his  right  in  fuch  certificate 
of  furvey  to  fbme  citizen  oj  WtX  or  any 
other  tf  the  United  States  of  America.' 
Compare  this  law  with  the  claufe 
under  cor.fidsrat ion,  and  blulh  ij 
you  can,  at  your  ali'ertion,  that  the 
principle  contained  in  the  treaty 
is  embraced  in  part  by  the  law  — 
the  law  exprefUy  guards  againil: 
that  which  is  exprcUly  allowed  by 
the  treaty— that  no  man  except 
the  citizens  of  America,  Ihould  for 
any  longer  term  than  eighteen 
months,  he  allowed  to  hold  land 
in  Kentucky.  1  am  a  ttranger  to 
the  laws  of  PennfyKania,  but  will 
venture  to  ailert.  that  it  cannot  be 
true  that  they  permit  any  man  to 
bold  and  re\idc  on  l*nd  in  that 
ltate,  without  beinn  liable  to  be 
be  called  on,  to  aive  aflurance  of  his 
fidelity  to  the  Uatc  ;  and  to  be  pu- 
nifhed  for  anv  breach  of  Ins  alle- 
giance to  the 'ilate.  It  is  oblerva- 
ble  that  in  all  your  reafonmg  on 
this  fubjedt  you  have  carefully  kept 
out  of  light,  that  part  of  the  claufe 
which  permits  Britifh  fnbjetls  to 
rejide  in  the  American  Territory 
without  becoming  citizens,  or  taking 
the  oath  of  aHegianct  to  the  Ameri- 
can government.

Vjcneral  Wayne, 
t  and  the  afoielaid  tribes,  on  the 
th'rd  day  of  Anguh  1795:  And 
whereas  a  Uriel  observance  of 
the  laid  Treaty,  by  the  inhabi-
